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Seventeen wrecks on 
the 
Owl 
W ash detour, tw o miles east of Ban­ 
ning, since the M arch flood. 
A t 
least that is the num ber of which 
there is a record, according to Leo 
Boberick of W hitew ater. How many 
more there have been 
and 
how 
many narrow escapes motorists have 
had on that detour, no one knows— 
yet so far the state highw ay depart­ 
ment has done nothing about it. 


“I am afraid to let my wife 
drive from W hitewater to Ban­ 
ning,” Mr. Boberick told 
me. 
“N o matter how careful a driv­ 
er may be, if he should meet a 
car traveling over 20 miles an 
hour on the right-angle curve 
he would have a collision.” Mr. 
Boberick is right. A car travel­ 
ing faster than 20 miles an hour 
cannot 
negotiate 
the 
sharp 
curve. 
Drivers unfamiliar with 
the road, traveling east, do not 
realize a curve is there until they 
are right on it. 
The curve is so 
unnecessary, 
for 
the 
detour 
could be straightened by a few 
men in half a day, by merely 
extending the detour eastward 
to the highway. 


W hy the detour is necessary at 
all most of us cannot understand. 
The w ashout east of the Owl bridge 
could be filled in a day or tw o and 
oil-mix paving spread over it, thus 
using the main 
road 
again. 
The 
Southern Pacific Railway filled 111 a 
ditch at least 20 times as big as this 
washout in about tw o days, near the 
Palm Springs railway station, so we 
believe this could be done in 
an 
equally short period. T he state may 
be planning to extend the bridge 
over the washout, but this probably 
would cost more than a dozen earth 
fills, although 1 confess I don't know 
much about bridges A longer bridge 
may be needed here to protect the 
rest of the highway. 


The state has been put to 
a 
tremendous expense 
to 
repair 
flood damage since March 2nd, 
and the limited crews cannot be 
expected to take care of every 
washout at once, but it 
seems 
reasonable 
a 
crew 
couJd 
be 
spared from some less important 
job long enough to straighten 
out a dangerous detour where 
at least 17 wrecks 
have 
oc­ 
curred in 4'/2 months, on one of 
the 
busiest 
highways in 
the 
state. 
If 
the 
situation 
isn't 
remedied soon, some lives may 
be sacrificed on that detour.

W hat's the m atter with Hollywood 
stars and their m ates we h ear tim e 
and again? W hy can’t they settle down 
and live like o th er couples? 
Well, 
some of them do, but these few are 
in the m inority. 
The answ er is probably based upon 
the thought th at movie stars are con­ 
stantly in the lime-light, receiving the 
attention of the m asses. 
W hen they 
arrive home, w here they “let dow n,” 
heir husbands or wives see them as 
they actually are— w-ithout veneer and 
superficial polish. 
Som etim es the raw- 
m aterial is not altogether too pleas­ 
ing. 
Then again the girls in the movies 
are young. They know nothing of the 
supervision of a home, and servants 
need a wise head to direct them . This 
leads to chaos and worry and finan­ 
cial expenditures wholly out of keep- 
nig with the results obtained. 
Men of the m ovies become public 
idols and they are spoiled. U nless the 
home folks cater to them , they go out 
for entertainm ent and the home ties 
become irksom e. 
And then there is another situation 
which, while it does not apply to all 
people in the m ovies, does to a large 
percentage. 
They are not. as a rule, 
educated to a degree th at m akes them 
compatible. T here are exceptions, th at 
:s true, but love soon dies when there 
s nothing but a pretty face or a Don 
Juan upon which to center attraction. 
The hilarious, free and easy life of 
Hollywood is not conducive to stabil­ 
ity. and unless th ere is stability there 
is no desire for betterm ent of one's 
m ental equipm ent, and without m ental 
alertness there is no basis for grow th 
of com patibility. 
Jealousy, gay part­ 
ies and other social evils are not so 
much a part of the movie colony trou­ 
ble. it is asserted, as is the tiresom e­ 
ness of having a baby doll or a petted 
hero expecting the sam e attention at 
home th a t is given by silly fans who 
know nothing of the real character 
of the film subjects. 
It is not alone in Hollywood that 
this m arital discord is based on these 
sam e follies, for we see the too rich 
devotees of the races, the dances, and 
all sorts of sports, clam oring for new 
interests and w hether th at be for new 
m ates or new business 
affiliations, 
m atters little. 
Too much money and 
too little work is really back of the 
entire trouble. 
Many of the movie stars have been 
taken from the ranks of restaurants 
where they have been w aitresses and 
some of the men have been picked 
out from the most hum ble occupations. 
Their sudden w ealth goes to 
their 
leads and they show- that they can't 
tand prosperity. 
Some of the stars 
who cam e from the higher ranks of 
society have m ade good investm ents 
igainst the time when they will no 
longer be in dem and as actors. 
It is 
in this class that we find good, stable, 
substantial fam ily life wholly on a 
par with those of the better middle 
classes of society— the backbone 
of 
our nation.—Colton Courier.

Cigarette “Flipper” 
Major Cause of 
Grass Fires 


(B y the Cub R eporter) 


Probably lighted cigarettes care­ 
lessly flipped from passing cars 
are as much responsible as any 


factor fo r the numerous grass fires 
that have been the curse of Ban­ 
ning th is summer. 
Th is is due to 
the rankness and dryness of grass 
and weeds growing along 
road­ 
sides. 
This growth is unusually 


dense 
this year because 
of the 
past w et winter. 


Uncle Sam 's forest guardians have 
m arked th e “cigarette flipper" as the 
No. 1 destroyer of the tim berlands—- 
this also applies to grass lands. 


He (o r she, since the fem ale of the 
species has become as deadly as the 
male) has the destructive power 
of 
lightning and is m ore dangerous 
in 
tim ber th an a grizzly bear. 


"W ithout m atches and tobacco, he is 
relatively harm less and often prac­ 
tically helpless," a U. S. Forest Serv- 
ive bulletin commends. 
"Ju st where 
the 'flipper' originated is not known. 
"The local m ountains a re virtually 
free of 'flippers' during th e 
w inter 
months. 
They then are 
practicing 
their flipping at home, w here house­ 
hold furnishings take the rap for bad 
judgm ent and bad aim .” 


The fo rest service charges the "flip­ 
pers" w ith starting 800 fires in the 
northern Rocky M ountain national for­ 
ests in th e last four years, causing a 
m aterial loss of an estim ated $815.000 
and "intangible dam age to scenery, 
wild life and w atersheds too great to 
estim ate.” 


This is entirely too high a price to 
pay in o rd er that the careless sm oker 
can enjoy a little gam e of ping pong 
with his cigarette bu tts and m atches.

ash re ce p ta cle provid e d by th e au-

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County Auditor Predicts 
10 Percent Reduction in 
This Year's Tax Rate

H E R E D IT Y VS. E N V IR O N M E N T 


U nless a m onkey wrench should lie 
throw n into the budget hearing at the 
co u rt house on August 15 there is cer­ 
tain ty of a reduction of about 10 per 
c e n t in the county tax rate. 
It is e s­ 
tim ated by County Auditor Ray Hicks 
th a t the basic Riverside county tax 
ra te will be $1.62 as com pared with 
th e 1937-38 ra te of $1.80. 
T his drop of exactly 10 per cent 
from the rate of the last fiscal year 
Is based upon a levy of $1,239,829 in 
county funds on a total 'assessed val­ 
uation of $85,068,944, less 10 per cent 
for antiquated delinquencies. 
The county budget as it now stands 
calls for expenditures of 
$3,225,335, 
but balances in county funds and state 
and federal g ran ts allow for the de­ 
duction to th e figure for which H icks 
Is levying th e $1.62 rate. 
H icks' figures reveal a drop of 22.2 
•cents for w elfare and relief, aided m a­ 
terially by th e state taking over a 
m ajor sh are of the cost of old age se­ 
cu rity this year. 
Last year 47.7 cents 
of th e rate w as for relief, while this 
y ear a charge of 25.5 cents is neces­ 


sary for this phase of county expendi­ 
ture, H icks noted. 
. 
The auditor also noted several other 
reductions, notably one of 13.8 cents 
in hospital building, accomplished by 
a large balance on hand and a cur­ 
tailed program. 
Despite the drop. Hicks is to levy 
for two item s w hich were not speci­ 
fically included last year. 
The $1.62 
rate includes tw o cents for a general 
reserve of $15,000 and 6.5 cents for a 
flood control allotm ent of $50,000 he 
said. 
L ast y ear the 
flood 
control 
money was included in the 
general 
fund. 
The levy for th e unappropriated re­ 
serve is being raised 2.6 cents from 
that of four cen ts last year to perm it 
a “nest egg" of $50,000 to be laid 
aside for expenses during the year. 
From this am ount is to be taken the 
county's share tow ard reconstructing 
the Pedley bridge, the 
supervisors 
decided. 
H icks' figures are being included in 
the prelim inary budget which is now 
being published.

Motor trav e lers thus have a 
new sight to see one and one-fourth 
miles north and slightly east of C rest­ 
line. reports the touring bureau of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Cradled in wooded hills, the 95-acre 
reservoir is unique in that both the 
115,000 cubic-yard dam and filled lake 
w ere created w ithin a year.

is not so much that the determ inations 
of the IQ is wrong as th a t it is not 
the whole thing eith er In or out of 
school. 
I am going back to Aesop. 
If the 
child who used to be called “slow" or 
"dull" and who is now said to have a 
low IQ will consistently and persistent-i 
ly put forth his best effort he is quite 
likely to equal or even excel the prog­ 
ress made by his “sm art” o r high IQ 
classm ate. 
If on the other hand the 
pupil w ith the high IQ will put forth 
his best effort, he will be m ighty hard 
to beat. 
The race is not alw ays to 
the sw ift but that is not due to sw ift­ 
ness but to a lack of proper use of the 
sw iftness. 
And now this is th e conclusion of 
the whole m atter—-it pays boys and 
girls to do consistent, persistent work 1 
in high school.

Intoxicating liquor is to be banned 
from March Field and other coast mili­ 
tary centers. 
Ninth Corps area headquarters Tues­ 
day banned the sale of liquor in army 
posts throughout the area—comprising 
California, Oregon, Washington. Idaho, 
Montana. Wyoming, Utah and Nevada. 
The ban is effective Aug. 1. It was 
issued by Major General Albert 
J. 
Bowley, Ninth Corps commandant, and 
signed by Major John A. Klein, the 
corps’ acting adjutant general. 
Effective only in the Ninth 
Corps 


area and not elsewhere in the army, 
the ban is based on an old statute of 
Feb. 2. 1901. prohibiting sale of liquor 
on army posts. The statute has never 
been repealed. It reportedly has never 
been enforced. 
General Bowley's order 
was 
ad­ 
dressed to "commanding officers of ail 
garrisoned posts and stations within 
the territorial limits 
of 
the 
Ninth 
Corps area.” 
It directs that 
"Each post commander in this corps 
area is especially enjoined to 
keep 
himself at all times thoroughly 
in­ 
formed concerning the conditions 
in 
vogue within his command so as to 
insure that th e pertinent laws 
and 
regulations are strictly enforced in let­ 
ter and in spirit. 
"Any stocks of intoxicating liquors 
or beverages now on hand in any club, 
post, exchange or other organization 
will be disposed of promptly. . . . Fail­ 
ure to enforce the present laws and 
regulations may result in the imposi­ 
tion of drastic restrictions or in a loss 
of privileges * e now enjoy.” 
Complying with the order, the San 
Francisco Presidio Officers club sold 
45 gallons of liquor at auction. 
It 
went in five minutes, with a long wait­ 
ing line disappointed.
